No. 10/10/ 72-CS-//.— ' The rules for a competitive examina- 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
1973 for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies in the 
following services/posts, are published for general informa- 
tion : 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (H)— (Grade II of the Steno- 
graphers' sub-cadre); 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers' Service — - 
Grade 11 (for inclusion in the Select List of the 
Grade); - 

(iii) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Sendee — Grade 
' II ( for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade); 


(tv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
—Grade IT; 

(v) Posts of Stenographer in the office of tile Central 
Vigilance Commission, Delhi, and 

(vi) posts of Stenographer in other departments and 
Attached Offices of the Government of India not

i I ) Objective 

“The objeedve of the scheme is to provide financial assis- 
tance lo tourist car operators, travel agents, shikar outfitters 
and hoteliers on the approved list of the Department of 
Tourism, for the pu'chase of cars for tourist purposes.’’ 

(Z) Definitions 

In these instructions nn'csx the context otherwise requires : 

(a) Committee means the Committee constituted under 
para 3 of the JnVrurtioas. 

(b) Director General means the Director General of 
Tourism. 

(c) Secretary means the Secretary of the Committee 
constituted under para 3 of these Instructions. 

Ul) Vehicle means the tourist transport motor vehicle 
used for transport of tourists. 

1 e ) Dealer is one who deals in vehicles duly authorised 
by the manufacturers, importers, distributers or 


stockists of the make of the concerned vehicle and 
includes Slate Trading Corporation of India Ltd. 

( 3 ) Constitution of the Committee 

(a) A committee shall be constituted to deal with the 
applications for the hire purchase of vehicles under these

(7) Set it fitly of the Applications 

Th • Secretary shall have every application received by him

(8) Decision of the Committee 

The decision of the Committee shall be recorded in t art C 
of the application and signed bv the Chairman or in his 
absence by a Member and the Secretary, 
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(9) Government's Contribution 

The vehicle will he purchased from the dealer in the name 
of the President hereinafter called the Government and the 
Government’s contribution towards the price of the vehicle 
shall not exceed 2/3 of the total price of the vehicle subject 
to ceiling of Rs. 75,000/- in the case of Delux/Airconditioned 
Coaches and Rs, 60,000/- in case of other vehicles. The 
rest of the price of the vehicle shall be paid by the applicant 
in one lumpsum to the Director-General towards the pur- 
chase of the vehicle before the hire-purchase agreement is 
executed as per para II infra. 

( 10) Execution of the Agreement 

The applicant shall execute a hire-purchase agreement with 
the Government in respect of the vehicle on payment of his 
contribution towards the price of the vehicle to the Director- 
General. 

(11) Delivery of the Vehicle 

After the payment mentioned in para 9 supra is made by 
the applicant to the Director General and after the execution 
by him of the hire-purchase agreement mentioned in para 
(10) supra the applicant on being authorised in this regard 
shall take delivery of the vehicle on behalf of Government 
and thereupon the Government shall become the owner of the 
vehicle. 

( 12) Payment of Hire Instalment 

The applicant shall repay the Government’s contribution 
towards the price of the vehicle together with interest there- 
on in not more than 8 quarterly instalments of hire in the 
case Of indigenous cars and 16 quarterly Instalments in 
others, the first instalment being payable three months after 
the dato of payment of the price of the Government to the 
dealer. The due dates as well as the amounts of hive instal- 
ments will bo indicated in the hire purchase agreement 
mentioned in para 10 supra. The amount of each nire ins- 
talment shall be so determined as to yield an interest on 
Government contribution of 4&% per annum above the bank 
rate prevailing at the time of payment of the price, to the 
dealer. A rcoate in interest of 2J% on the Government’s 
contribution will be allowed if the hire instalments are paid 
promptly on the due dates mentioned in the agreement and 
the applicant, has not committed any other default. The 
amount of rebate as well as the net amount payable in case 
of prompt payments will also be indicated In the agreement. 
Interest will be charged on the amounts of any hire instal- 
ments overdue at 4J% per annum above the bank rate pre- 
vailing at the time of payment of the price to the dealer from 
the date of default to date of payment. 

(b) Each quarterly hire instalment shall he paid by the 
applicant in Government Treasury under a challan in tripli-

arc paid and the ownership of the vehicle transferred to the 
applicant. The applicant shall retain the insurance certificate 
with him while the insurance policy will be deposited with 
the Secretary. In the insurance policy so taken there shall 
be a clause to the effect that the Central Government is 
interested in the policy and that all moneys payable under 
the insurance policy will be paid to the Government.

1 he applicant shall produce the vehicle and the log booths 
and the account books for inspection by any person autho-' 
vised by the Additional Director-General in that behalf with- 
in a week of the purchase of vehicle and also at any time 
thereafter tiff the vehicle has run one lakh miles after the 
dale of delivery of the vehicle or till 3 years have expired 
from the date of taking delivery of the vehicle or till the 
ownership of the vehicle is transferred to the applicant after 
all the dues to the Government are paid whichever is later. 
The log book inter alia should contain entries choronologi-

20, The applicant shall at all times maintain the vehicle 
at his own cost so that it is always kept in good running 
condition. If at any time it is noticed during the inspection 
of the vehicle contemplated in para 19 supra that the vehicle 
is not being maintained properly, the applicant shall be deem- 
ed lo have committed a default and Government shall have 
the right lo take immediate possession for the vehicle. 
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21, The applicant shall not sell or alienate or mortgage 
or create any charge or encumbrance on the vehicle till the 
vehicle has run one lakh miles from the date of taking deli- 
very or till 3 years in the case of second-hand vehicle and 
five years in the case of new vehicles have expired from the 
date of taking delivery of the vehicle or the ownership is 
iiansferred to the applicant after all the dues are paid to the 
Government whichever is later. The Secretary should 
arrange to have an endorsement made to the above effect in 
the registration certificate. 

22. Long Term Hire 

The vehicle held under hire purchase agreement as afore- 
said from the Government will not bo hired out to any custo- 
mer who is not a foreign tourist for a period exceeding 7 
days at a time without the prior permission of the Govern- 
ment. 

23. Applicant's Obligation to Tourist Department 

The applicant will be obliged to honour the requisition of 
the Tourist Department to carry foreign tourists at 48 hours 
notice in writing signed by the Secretary or the Director 
General. This obligation will, however, be subject to any 
prior booking of the tourist motor vehicle for any other 
foreign tourist, 

24. Obligation to Submit Statements rind Returns 

The applicant shall submit such statements or returns 
regarding the names of foreign tourists, amounts of hire 
charged from them and any other particulars as may he 
called for by the Committee from time to time. 

25. Default by the Applicant 

If any default is committed by the applicant in the pay- 
ment of any hire instalment or in complying with any of the 
terms or conditions of the hire-purchase agreement, the Com- 
mittee may at its discretion and depending on the merits of 
the case : — 

fa) take possession of the vehicle at the cost of the 
applicant, and/or 

(h) in addition to the above or in the alternative muy 
seek to recover the amount remaining due from the 
applicant by any legal proceedings; 

fc) condone the default altogether; or 

(d) enforce the guarantee as furnished by the hirer; or 

fc) agree to the applicant retaining possession of the 
Vehicle on such further terms as may be deemed fit, 

26. Scope or these Instructions 

The hire-purchase agreement to be executed shall be com- 
prehensive and self contained and will be in supersession of 
the various provisions in these instructions. 

27. Water Transport 

Financial Assistance under this Scheme may be given to 
water transport operators for the purchase of motor boats, 
launches etc. The quantum of financial assistance, the 
guarantee to be furnished by the applicant for the due repay- 
ment of the financial assistance, number of instalments in 
which the recovery will he effected and other terms and con- 
ditions of assistance will he decided by the Committee on 
the merit of each case.
